VOTERS OVERWHEMINGLY FAVOR MUNICIPAL 


WATER SYSTEM-TIE VOTE FOR COUNCILMAN 


By a vote of 426 to 66, the citizens 
of Covina expressed their desire for 
a municipal water system a t the gen­ 
eral city election held last 
Monday 
The straw ballot entitled, "Are you in 
favor of the city of Covlna establish­ 
ing a municipal water system?" was 
(he most poular question 
that has 
been submitted t o the people i n a 
long time. 


While this ballot was merely an ad­ 
visory one, i n order that the city trus­ 
tees might be guided In the question 
of calling a bond election, it is thought 
that had the ballots been prepared for 
an election for the issuance of bonds, 
they would have boon voted on favor­ 
ably. There s e e m s to bo a unanimity 
of 
opinion on this 
question, 
even 
among factions that have been oppos­ 
ing each other on other questions. 


The next move in the water ques­ 
tion will b e that of calling a bond 
oloctlon for the acquirement ot a sys­ 
tem. In t h e campaign prior to thls^ 
coming bond oloctlon t h e citizens will 
probably 
thoroughly 
thresh out the 
question as to whether they wish to 
buy the present system in Its entirety 
or only buy a portion of it, such a s 
reservoirs and pipe linos, or whether 
they wish to build an entirely new 
system, 
acquire 
water 
stock or a 
pumping plant, and begin 
municipal 
ownership 
with a completely 
new 
plant. 


The city trustees have voiced no 
opinion as yet concerning when this 
bond election will be hold, but it prob­ 
able that it will be sometime during 
the coming summer. 


OTHER ELECTION RESULTS. 
Monday was a strenuous day tor 
the person who owned or controlled 
a vote. 'The great American game of 
politics, second only to tbO game ot 
baseball, was in progress, and there 


althoui^h - the election was as B«em- 
ingly quiet as the annual picnic of the 
old ladles' home, there was an udder- 
current of opposition that 
certainly 
brought out the voters. Out of 606 
registered and eligible to vote, there 
wore 549 voted. A steady stream of 
voters came Into the Woman's Club 
House from 6 In the morning until 7 
at 
night. 
The citizens would 
have 
been put through the election 
mill 
foster and with loss confusion had it 
not been that the two proclnots were 
consolidated, with one election board. 
Although many of the voters 
were 
provided with their voting numbers, 
they neglected to remember 
which 
precinct they lived in, and this caused 
confusion and delay. At a general 
election of county and stale, the pro- 
clnclB will bo divided, and the voting 
will bo done In two places. In splto 
of the strenuous work of stoorlng the 
voters In the proror channels, the re- 
Eiilts of the election showed but two 
ballots thrown out for cause, and not 
a single spoiled ballot. 


BTArTOIlD IS WINNIDR. 


In tho conloMt for t h e position of 
oily clerk, Dally B. Stafford, son of 
Rov. and Mrs, D. F. Stafford, the for­ 
m e r 
minister of Covlna 
Christian 
church, received an oven 300 votes, 
against 246 cast for Andrew M. Pence, 
the encumbent of the ofllce. 
Stafford's 
friends made a determined campaign, 
and it was largely on account of his 
candidacy that the largo vote of tho 
day was polled. Ho is a young lawyer, 
just graduated from the state univer­ 
sity law school of Kentucky, and is 
connected with a law firm In Los An­ 
geles. 
! 


Andrew M. Pence, who has held this 
position for throe terms, has also booh 
city assessor and city attorney, lie 
will still hold h|H position of city at­ 
torney, which is the most important 
one of the offices he has held, and 
which is an aplJOintivo position. 
FRIENDLY BUSINESS 
CONTEST, 


In tho contest to elect a treasurer 
for the city, the voting resolved itself 
into a struggle for business between 
the two local banks, Dr. J, D. Reed, 
who has been treasurer for several 
years, Is president of the Covlna Na­ 
tional bank, whore the funds of the 
city were kept In trust. 
Max Leon- 
hardt, his upi'onont in tho contest, is 
cashier of tho First 
National 
bank. 
Loonhardt won t h e election by a vote 
of 285 to 260. It was a case of two 
woll-rospcctod and popular men run­ 
ning for the same office. 


T H E COUNCILMANIC 
FIGHT. 


Some curious features came out of 
tho attempt of tho citizens to elect 


two trustees to fill the vacancies cans, 
ed by the expiration of terms. J. N. 
Wilson and Louis H. Harris were tho 
two members 
whose terms had ex­ 
pired. They were both candidates for 
re-election. Wilson led the whole tick, 
et with a total of 309 votes, the next 
most popular man on the ticket being 
Stafford, with 300. Harris polled 263 
votes, and William 
Hoogondyk 263. 
making a tie vote. 
Hoogendyk was 
ono of the candidates who polled votes 
from both factions existing In the city, 
and he might be said to be the only 
real "independent" man on the ticket. 
In tho case of this tie vote, tho tellers 
threw out ono vote that had been 
mutilated 
with 
pencil marks. 
Somo 
wng had substituted the word "brew­ 
ery" for the words "water system" lu 
tho straw vote on that question. Hav­ 
ing made tho question road, "Shall tho 
city of Covlna estobllsh a municipal 
browory?" he then proceeded to vote 
"yes." It was not what could be called 
high-grade sense of humor, but It will 
cost tho city somo money, for if tho 
ballot had not boon mutilated In this 
manner, Harris would havo been elect­ 
ed by one vote. This would havo sav­ 
ed tho city of Covina tho cost of a 
special elecilon. 
The trustees 
will 
probably 
call 
this 
special 
election 
shortly. In the case of a tie vote there 
is, of course, no choice, ahd it is again 
up to the people. In the old form of 
elections "back East," it used to bo 
the method to toss a coih, but the hew 
laws specifically for a special 
elec­ 
tion. 
On the ballot at this 
eleotioa' 
may appear the names of any wlio 
wish to file their petitions for the of­ 
fice.

IS DEAD-WAS 


MAN, B. F. ALLEN. 


OF GHARTEIt OAK 


B. F. Allen, once a millionaire, and 
t h e richest man In Iowa, died Wed­ 
nesday at his home, 1 7 1 7 Vine street, 
Los Angeles. 
H e w a s 8 5 years old. 
A t one timS" he owned 
4 0 acres of 
citrus property at Charter Oak, land 
whlcH Is n o n h of property now owned 
Ijy V. O. English. 


Allen w a s a powerful factor in I h e 
fight 
before the national 
houses of 
cpngress for the establishment of the 
one-cent tariff on oranges, and w o n 
h i s 
fight, 
returning to Covina, where 
h e w a s , banqueted by the prominent 
citrus growers of Southern California, 
t h e banquet being held In Coolman's 
hall, near the Southern Pacific depot. 
H i s daughter married Senator Allison 
of Iowa, and at the time of the fram­ 
ing of the tariff 
schedule, 
Allison 
loomed 
large In the affairs 
of the 
Senate. Allen served for years a s su­ 
pervisor of forestry for California and 
Arizona, and during his last years w a s 
still in the employ of the g o v e r n m e n t 
Although one of the nation's richest 
m e n at one time, he lost all his prop­ 
erty In a wheat deal which w a s fam­ 
ous in the country at that time, which 
had as a prominent figure, the "'false 
bins"*of wheat elevators, and a com­ 
bine against him which wiped him out. 
"When he failed he turned In every 
dollar, and even w e n t s o far as to in­ 
clude his gold watob as collateral.

veloped h e grew in power

'wealth. 


MEXICAN W A R V E T E R A N . 
Allen was born in Salem, 111., April 


27, 
1 8 2 9 . H e served with 
distinction 
in the Mexican War, and in 1 8 5 0 , 
when young m e n of his kind 
were 
rushing to the gold fields of the W e s t 
to make their fortunes, he went to 
Des Moines and began carving out a 
fortune and a name for himself among 
the hundred or so inhabitants of the 
town. H e started the first mercantile 
house of D e s Moines. The town thriv­ 
ed and his business grew. 
Then he 
bought the old D e s Moines Register, 
now t h e Register and Leader, 
and 
helped put D e s Moinos forever on the 
map. 


In the early days he w a s an asso­ 
ciate of Senator Allison and of the 
Clarksons, political and 
financial 
pow­ 
ers in the Hawkeyo state. 
Later he 
sold the Register to "Ret" Clarkson, 
and he made of it a valuable news­ 
paper 
property' under the name of 
Register and Loader. 


In the midst of the expansion of his 
banking system, in the work of pro­ 
jecting t h e Rock Island road through 
the state, in establishing the town of 
Atlantic, and in pushing other early 
development 
work, 
Allen 
broadened 
and grew into the position of t h e big 
man of Iowa. 
H e w a s rated as the 
possessor oit nearly 
J5,000,000, 
then 
considered a tremendous fortune.

prices lower."

His topic was "Government OwnerHhip 
of the TolephoneH." In the course of his address he said: 


"Th(! triloplionc industry is ram]y growing at all, and there is on(' 
very good reason for that in th<.' fa';t that we make such an enormous 
, use of th(! telephone. I have recently ijcon reading soniu figures and 
Ntatislics from Wasliirigton purporting to come from the postmastor- 
gonerul, and pointing out how vastly greater is tlie VHI; of the tele­ 
graph liuit lli(!y make in England than they do in this eoiiniry. 
Well, 
Ood bless them, they can have it. I was over in Paris last October, 
and tried for hours to use the government telephone system. 1 might 
just as well have tried to talk to the moon. 
Instead of continuing 
my efforts, I. either look a taxi or sent some of those little letters that 
they call petit bleu, and they go there every time, with more or less 
<lelay, of eourse, consequent on being governtnent service. 


" I n London 1 had a luncheon engagement with some twelve or 
fourteen (ientral station managers of that city. 
Tlie government has 
taken over the t(;lephone system. 
There was a slight ehange of hours 
jiecessary in my arrangciments for that luncheon, and for two hours 
H friend and myself tried to reach the different gentlemen and notify 
Ihem of the ehange of time. 
At last, in sheer disgust, we threw it 
up and sent taxicabs for them. 
That is the kind of service that the 
distinguished i)08tmustcr-genoral in Washington is recommending to 
us, 


" 1 want to give you a few figures which I think will ))e illustra­ 
tive of the point that I atri making. 
They are very significant. London 
is three times as larg(! as Chicago and has fewer ttilephones. 
Paris 
is twice as large as Boston and has only one-half as many. 
Liverpool 
is three times as large as Los Angeles and has barely one-third as 
many telephones. 
Birmingham, that great industrial throbbing heart 
of England, has over 500,000 population, with 4000 fewer telephones 
than Grand Rapids, Mich,, which has only 140,000 people. In all of 
I'Vance there are fewer telephones than in Chicago. I n Russia there 
are fewer telephones than in Philadelphia, and Heaven knowii that is 
saying a good deal, when even here in our own country we speak of 
the Hudson tube as the " r o a d to yesterday." 
In Italy—in all of 
Italy—and that is a pretty progressive country, even if some of the 
most enterprising citizens do occasionally look in on us—there are 
fewer telephones than in Los Angeles. 
There are more telephones in 
Toledo, Ohio., than in all Spain. 
And there are more telephones in 
Kansas City than the whole of Belgium. 
And all the telephones in 
this country have been developed by our own individualism and pri­ 
vate enterprise, and every one of those countries has got a government 
system, and we are roeommonded to adopt it."—The Financial News

It is not necessary to poison dogs. If a dog becomes a nuisance, 
it should be reported at once to the owner. 
If the owner is too 
careless of other people's rights, he should be sued for damages, 
and if the dog has no owner, the uuthoritics 
take . charge 
of the 
animal as a stray, and he is shot, or otherwise disposed of. Any 
person who will put out poisoned 
meat for a dog has a black and 
rotten place in his heart.
